The Vacancy on the Bench. 

In the department of justice today it 
was a matter of gossip that Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney, of Massachusetts, would be 

appointed to the vacancy on the bench 
caused by the death of Justice Blatchford, 
' of New York. It is known that Mr. Ol- 
ney is dissatisfied with his present posi- 
tion, because it partakes too much of poli- 
‘ties. He is a fine lawyer and would make 
a good judge. He neither likes nor under- 
stands the politics of his present office. 
'The chief drawback is the fact Justice 
| Gray also hails from Massachusetts, and it 
is not regarded as very probable that a 
'gecond justice will be chosen from that 
state. A strong pressure is being brought 
to bear on the president to cause him to 
» take the new justice from some one of the 
easterly states of the south. The south 
complains and justly, that she is not prop- 
erly represented on the supreme bench. 
She has but one of the nine justices com- 
posing the court. Justice Jackson, of Ten- 
'nessee. If the new justice should be chosen 
‘from one of the southern states east of the 
Alleghenies, he is apt to be either Judge 
Alvey, of Maryland, now chief justice of 
_the court of appeals of this district, or 
Major Joseph B. Cumming, of Augusta, 
Ga. It is known that Major Cumming’s 
“name has been put before Mr. Cleveland. 
Should it go to either of the southern 
states | Neghentes, the choice of 
‘the president would probably fall upon 

Senator Lindsay, of Kentucky. Either 
one of these gentlemen would adorn the 
supreme bench and they are at an age 
which would not contravene the rule of the 
senate that no. man should be appointed 
to the supreme bench except a man who is 
under sixty years of age. 

To Protect Pension Frauds. 

The Hon. Julius Caesar Burrows, of 
Michigan, next to Mr. Reed the leading 
fepublican of the house, is seized with an

Dr. Charles 
MacDonald, the retiring chief of the office, 
recommended Mr. Gadsden for the position 
because of his exceptional ability to dis- 
charge the duties.

Commodore Benedict Runs His Launch Into 
Buzzard’s Bay. 

Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., July 17.—The 
steam yacht Oneida arrived off Monument 
Neck at 2:50 o’elock this morning with 
Commodore Benedict on board. He came 
ashore personally in his steam launch. 
Wihen the reporter called he was enjoying 
a pleasant chat with President Cleveland 
in the south veranda. All that could be 
learned at Gray Gables regarding the un- 
expected arrival of the Oneida was that 
Mr. Benedict was enjoying a cruise, and 
had dropped in to pay respects to@Mr. and 
Mrs. Cleveland. 

lt was also learned that Dr. Bryant had 
not returned. Inasmuch as Bryaut is ex- 
pected.to return this week, it is presumed 
that he will accompany Mr, Benedict back 
to New York. 

Soon after leaving Gray Gables the steam 
launch returned for a second time, and 
Commodore Benedict and President Cleve- 
Jand, boarding the launch, were soon on 
the deck of the Oneida. 

The steam yacht left here precisely at 
10:45 o’clock, bound down the bay. The 
president may be taking a short cruise, 
though it may be possible he may be bound 
for New York.

Comet Gazers Discover That Their Comet 
Has a Companion. 

San Jose, Cal., July 17.—An important 
discovery regarding the comet has been 
made at the Lick observatory. Photo- 
graphic plates reveal the fact that the 
heavenly Visitant is not alone in its glory, 
but has a companion. The second comet 
is enveloped in the tail of the first one, 
und shows distinctly @s a nebulous-l.ke 
condensation. Its tail also merges into that 
of the other. Director Holden and the 
astronomers on the mountain are much 
elated. It appears to move in the same 
orbit exactly parallel, and at the same 
rate of speed. The discovery makes more 
certain the theory that the original force 
which throws out comets sends out more 
than one at a t:me. This theory was thought 
to be correct from the fact that more than 
one comet bas been found from the same 
orbit.

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A TALK WITH TELLER 


The Sherman Law Not Responsible for 
the Financial Depression. 


If IS ONE OF THE PERIODICAL CRISES 


Which Cannot Be Avoided That 
Ails the Country. 


OTHER COUNTRIES HAVE TROUBLE, 


And He’s Sure the Sherman Law Did Not 
Cause It—Bankers Not Disposed to 
Let Money Go.

Omaha, Neb., July 17.—Senator H. M. 
Teller, of Colorado, the recognized lead- 
er of the free silver forces, was in Omaha 
this afternoon on his way home from the 
world’s fair. 

“TI have just come from a very profitable 
visit to the world’s fair,” said the senator, 
“ond am on my way home. As to the sil- 
ver question, everybody has heard plenty 
concerning it of late, That Colorado in gen- 
eral, does not endorse the rabid frothings 
of Governor Waite, Mr. Holden and one 
or two others, ought to go without saying. 
The condition of affairs in Colorado is 
bad enought, yet it might be worse.* We 
might be without other resources than 
silver mining, but we are far from that-. 
’ “Presumably the Sherman law will be re- 
pealed, although Mr. Cleveland anc Mr. 


Sherman will, without doubt, come forth | 


and protest against any such action as 
contemplated, There is a wrong distinction 
between Cleveland-Sherman  bimetallism, 
and the genuine article. The former be- 
lieves in a gold standard and in silver for 
money for subsidiary coinage. Can you 
call him a bimetallist who is a believer in 
an equal standard? Now, there is an error 
under which many persons in this country 
are laboring, and that is the belief that the 
Sherman law is responsible for all our 
present troubles. It is all rot to attribute 
financial depression to that source. The 
Sherman act is no more to blame for the 
present state of affairs thap 1 am. 

“Why is it responsible for the recent 
financial disaster in Australia? Australia 
_ ° 
has dropped far harder than this country 
has and so have several European states, 
notably Austro-Hungary. - Besides these, 
how about India and the South American 
states? Can the Sherman act be held to 
account for their present difficuties? That's 
nonsense. It is a fact that conditions have 
been bad and have been growing worse-— 
that one of these periodical crises which 
cannot be avoided is upon us—hence the 
present deplorable state of affairs in this 

and other countries. 

“It is something that cannot be prevent- 
ed at this age of the world. Time was, 
forty years ago, before the days of the 
general use of telegraph and steamships 
and railroads that such a crisis had not 
much chance to arise. People had time to 
cool down before they got excited. As it 
is now the world is really one huge com- 
munity in interests, and no sooner is one 
country affected than the flashing over the 
wires precipitates a similar condition of af- 
fairs, if not an absolute panic. The main 
causes of local depression is the disinclina- 
tion of bankers to let go of money.” 


A THREAT TO THE EAST. 


Colerado Would Buy at Wholesale from 
New Orleans. 

Pueblo, Col., July 17.—The more con- 
servative element of the people of Colorado 
realize that the silver convention held at 
Denver the first of the week accomplished 
nothing toward the purpose for which it 
assembled. A proposition is on foot to/call 
another convention, which shall aim at 
the pockets rather than the sympathies of 
those whom jit is hoped to convert to the 
ideas of the west. 

The proposed convention is to be com- 
posed of business men, and the direct ob- 
ject which is sought is a combination 
among the merchants with the intentior 
of diverting the trade of Colorado and ad- 
jacent states from the wholesale trade of 
the east to that of the south. 

It is argued that New Orleans is much 


nearer to the Rocky Mountain states than | 


either New York, Boston or Philadelphia; 
that it isa _ seaport centrally located, 
from which can be furnished every arti- 
cle needed by the west upon terms equally 
advantageous with those at present obtain- 
ed. It is beligved that by diverting this 
yolume of trade from its accustomed chan- 
nels the eyes of the eastern opponents of 
the silver bill will be opened and their 
assistance may be enlisted. 


PAYING OUT GOLD. 


‘Tressury Officials Say It Is to Get w Supply 


of Currency. 

New York, July 17.—Much curiosity has 
been shown in banking circles as to the 
cause of the treasury officials voluntarily pay- 
ing out gold in settlement of clearing house 
balances and for government checks over the 
counter. when some form of currency would 
have been more desirable to the payee. Con- 
rad N, Jordan, assistant treasurer in this 
city, was asked for an explanation, especially 
in view of the fact that the government de- 
sired to build up the gold reserve. Mr. Jor- 
dan declined to give any reaaon for the treas- 
ury paying out gold as stated, but suggested 
that it might be inferred to due to a

‘It is very 
probable that the issue of gold certiticates 
will not be resumed if the gold reserve gets 
above a hundred million, as it is not clear 
thar the law is mandatory in requiring a fe- 
newal of this issue after it has been stopped 
by reason of the reserve falling below a hun- 
dred nillions. 


A DENVER BANK CLOSES. 


Banks. 

Denver, Col., July 17.—The first failure 
in Denver since 1874 occurred this morn- 
ing, when the People’s Sayings, the Col- 
orado Savings and the Rocky Mountain 
Dime and Dollar Savings banks closed their 
doors. An estimate of the assets are $1,- 
900,000 with liabilities of $1,300,000. The 
Colorado Savings bank,’ of which F. K. 
Atkins is president, arid C. ©. Atkins, 
vashier, in their statement to the assignee, 
Alfred Buttons, placed *the aceounts due 
depositors at $425,108.64: certificates of 
deposits, $50,699.36: due. other : banks, 
$3,236.54: cashier’s checks, $625. Their 
assets over liabilities in what is declared 
to be good commercial paper, well secured, 
is $73,063.72. F. W. Woodbury is pres- 
ident and C. F. Clark eashier of the 
Rocky Mountain Dime and Dollar Savings 
bank, of which Charles H. Blakeny was 
this morning made assignee. A detailed 
Statement has not yet been made, but 
from the books of the institution it would 
appear that the assets are $156,803.53 and 
the liabilities $105,654.32. The officers of 
the institution positively assert that the 
depositors will not lose a dollar. 

It is understood that al! the assignments 
were preconcerted and Was done for self- 
protection and for the protection of the 
depositors. The direct cause of the failures 
was the universal hard times and inability 
to realize on securities. The president of 
the exchange declares that every depositor 
will be paid in full and that the institutions 
will resume again. A ruh on the Denver 
Savings bank was in progress today. The 
bank took advantage of. the thirty and 
sixty days’ notification Hiw and is paying 
out no amounts over $25.

How It Stands in Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 17.—The Mis- 
souri National bank suspended paymeut 
and closed its doors at 11:45 o’clock this 
morning. 

The Grand Avenue bank, a private in- 
stitution, assigned this morning to James 
B. Pickel, who immediately took charge. 
The assets are placed at $200,000 and the 
liabilities at $140,000. The Grand Avenue 
bank holds ample gilt-edged securities to 
meet obligations, it is claimed, and the 
officials say they expect to resume business 
shortly. It was rumored Saturday that this 
bank had closed, but it appears the offi- 
cials secured money sufficient to tide them 
over till today, when it was hoped some oth- 
er securities could be realized on. On ac- 
count of the scarcity, however, this was 
impossible. Confidence in the ability of the 
bank to pay dollar for dollar is expressed 
by other bankers here, and no excitement 
over the temporary suspension is manifest-

TELLS OF A DIQBGLICAL PLOT 


To Murder the Officials by Convicts 
Planning Escape. 


A SEARCH OF THE CELLS IS MADE, 


And the Information Proves to Be Correct. 
The Convict Who Gave the Thing 
Away Was Pardoned, 


Albany, N: Y., July 17.—The warden 
of the prison at Dannemora came down to 
Albany late this afternoon, and, proceed- 
ing.to the executive chamber, unfolded to 
Governor Flower a brutal scheme of a num- 
ber of long term prisoners confined in the 
prison to gain their freedom, which in- 
cluded the cold-blooded murder of several 
of the prison guards. One of the prisoners, 
who was asked to enter into the murder- 
ous attempt to escape, refused and it was 
through him that the prison .authorities 
became aware of the plot. The governor, 
when aware of the facts, immediately par- 
doned the prisoner who had the courage 
and manliness to prevent human slaughter. 

At noon yesterday, in Clinton prison, as 
the prisoners filed through the prison cor- 
ridor, in lockstep, on their way past Prin- 
cipal Keeper McKenna, to obtain their 
rations for dinner, one of the prisoners 
slipped into the hand of the principal keep- 
er a piece of brown wrapping paper, two 
feet long by a foot wide, which was writ- 
ten upon both sides in lead pencil. ‘The 
writing gave the details of the plot. It is 
said that two doors had already been cut 
and when the guards had made their round 
two men, one armed with an iron bar and 
the other with a knife, would steal upon 
and murder them. They were to possess 
themselves of the guards’ guns, but how 
they were to get out of the hall was not 
known. The idea of committing murder 
caus@ Me convict to inform. The warden 
told the governor that, after the prisoners 
had finished. with dinner, the two prisoners 
referred to in the communication were 
removed from the other prisoners and their 
looks showed the truth of the prisoner’s 
statement. Hidden in the bed ticking was 
found a long, sharp knife. In the tick on 
the cot of the other cell was found a crow- 
bar, drills, files and a cold chisel. Thus 
was the prisoner’s information confirmed 
in every detail. On account of their rela- 
tion with Reach and Wright, the two lead- 
ing spirits, the warden caused an examina- 
tion to be made of the cells of the other two 
prisoners, Joyce and Russell, both serving 
twenty years. In Joyce’s cel was found 
several pieces of iron in his hash can, 
which were hidden from view with a ¢dv- 
ering of hash. The warden thinks these 
pieces of iron were in connection with 
stockings, to be used as slungshots. Both 
Joyce and Russell admitted to the plot. 
Joyce, who worked in the shoeshop with 
the prisoner who gave the plot away, said 
to the warden after the discovery: 

“Don’t put that man back in the shop 
with me, I know the d—d man who gave 
the snap away.”’ :

Arrest at Thomasville of a Negro Believed to 
“Be the Gallty Man. 


Thomasville, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)— 
A negro named Odom was arrested at his 
home, in Boston, Ga., yesterday, charged 
with burning the Savannah, Florida 


and 
Western railroad bridge across the Ancilla 
river, between this city and Boston, Sat- 
urday night. 

Certain circumstances fixed suspicion on 
Odom. His wife was the first to tell the 
news in Boston; Odom’s dog was killed by 
the Saturday night passenger, which pass- 
ed over the bridge just before the fire, and 
was found dead on the track near the 
burnt bridge; Odom had also been dis- 
charged by the railroad people. 

Trains are just running through at 8 
o'clock tonight, the bridges having been 
rebuilt. 

It is said Captain Fleming, superintend- 
ent of the Savannah, Florida and Western, 
made the run from Savannah yesterday; 
ninety-two miles, in four hours.

Cedartown, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)— 
The First National bank of Cedartown 
closed its doors today but will soon reopen 
its doors as a state bark. 

The announcement on the streets this 
morning that the bank had closed its doors 
did not create any surprise or panic and 
business is moving along uninterruptedly. 

About one month ago the cash of the 
bank ran down to a low ebb, and the offi- 
cials were greatly embarrassed. They 
made a statement to the depositors about 
the bank’s assets and assured them of 
its ample resources to meet every liability. 
More money was secured and the availa- 
ble casi ran up to several thousand dol- 
lare. 

This effort of Cashier J. O. Hardwick 
restored public confidence to a great ex- 
tent in the bank, and satisfied the main 
bulk of depositors, but the stream of checks 
poured in continually and the failure of 
the bank to realize on its collateral to 


-meet the pressure is the cause of its sus- 


pension. 

The cashier has made a heroic fight 
against heavy odds, but finally succumbed 
to the inevitable, when other less indefat- 
igable men Would have hoisted the white 
flag long ago. 

The bank is capitalized at $75,000 with 
a surplus of $9,000. The assets are said 
to fully cover its liabilities and the depos- 
itors will all be paid in full. The stockhold- 
ers may lose 25 per cent on the holdings, 
but ii ts thought they will not lose much. 

Will Reorganize as a State Bank. 

Cashier J. O. Hardwick stated to your 
correspondent that the defunct national 
bank would soon be reorganized under a 
state bank, to be known as the First 
State Bank of Cedartown. The officers 
will be: President, C. L. Hardwick, of 
Cleveland, Tenn.; Messrs. J. 
0. end ~-#H. L. Hardwick, of 
this city with other local citizens, 
will be its stockholders. They will open 
up at the same old stand and do business as 
heretofore. 

The financial stringency, the run on the 
bank and it$ failure to meet the Strain 
caused its suspension. The report of its 
closed doors did not affect the Commer- 
cial bank across the street in the least. 
This step has been looked for by the pub- 
lic for the past few weeks, and no panic 
or shaky feeling disturbed our other bank. 
They meet. every demand promptly and 
without the least embarrassment. It is a 
solid institution and will not be affected 
by the First National’s compli¢ations. 

Story of a Shortage Denied. 

Cashier Hardwick says that the report 
coweerning. the shortage of any official 
connected with the bank is absolutely with- 
out foundation. and they openly court a 
full investigation. He is indignant at -the 
insinuation and says they have nothing to 
conceal. Comptroller Eckles has been 
wired: by Colonel J; F. Thompson, vice 
president of the bank, to take charge of its 
affairs and the examiner is expected at 
any time. 

The friends of the bank have stood by 
it manfully and all regret its embarrass- 
ment. The full facts of its condition will 
appear as soon as the bank examiner from 
Washington arrives on the scene and the 
public can then know its ‘condition in de- 
tail. 


PROBABLY DANGLED 


From a Twiggs County Tree fer the Same 
Old Offense. 

Macon, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)—It is 
very probable that the dead body of a 
negro, named Warren Dean, now dangles 
from the limb of a tree in the swamp of 
Twiggs couuty. | 

On Saturday, Dean went to the residence 
of Mrs. Joe Ray, a highly respected widow, 
of Twiggs, and made an attempt to crimi- 
nally assault her. No one was present on 
the premises at the time but a negro wo- 
man. When Dean made his fiendish at- 
tempt Mrs. Ray tried to shoot ‘him, but 
the pistol snapped and didn’t fire. As 
Dean rushed at Mrs. Ray a second time, 


the negro woman jumped between them 


and fought Dean go fiercely that he aban- 
doned his purpose and fled. 

When Mrs. Ray’s son, Frank, arrived 
home she reported the occurrence to him, 
and he soon had a band of armed men 
scouring the country for Dean. Several] 
of them came to Macon yesterday seeking 
for him. 

Dean had come from Dodge county to. 
Twiggs to attend the funeral of his mother, 
and on Saturday and Sunday trains on the 
East Tennessee road were stopped by the 
avengers and searched. This morning. 
John Ray, James Smith and others left 
on the 4 o’clock East Tennessee train for 
Eastman, and caught Dean just as he was 
entering the commissary department. They 
boarded the Macon bound train with Dean 
and got off the train with him at a place 
called Stoney Creek, about eight miles 
from Macon. They told the conductor 
they did not care to get off at Reid’s Sta- 
tion, a point near Stony Creek, as Dean

Abe Roger, a country negro boy about nine- 
teen years old, was run over and kiiled by 
a Central railroad passenger train that leIt 
here last night for Savannah. The acci- 
dent occurred two miles out from Augusta, 
but how it oceurred no one knows. ‘The 
supposition is that Abe was trying to steal 
a ride when he fell oif. The engineer of 
the train from Tybee last night saw a jnan 
lying on the side of the track, but think- 
ing he was only drunk and had fallen on the 
wayside to sleep, did not stop to see if any- 
thing was wrong. This morning the negro 
was found in a dying condition and was 
brought to the city by order of the railroad 
Officiais and carried to the Freedman’s hos- 
pital, where Dr. W. H. Doughty, Jr., at- 
tended the poor feliow, who oniy lived a few 
hours. after reaching the hospital. One of 
the negro’s feet was mashed off and the 
other badly mangled. His head was badly 
bruised, and he was internally injured, which 
eaused his death. Nothing is known about 
the negro as to his whereabouts or where his 
parents live,

Cool weather prevailed yesterday in the 
lake region and in the northwestern portion 
of the country, while in other sections warm 
weather has generally continued. The highest 
temperature for the day in Chicago, St. Paul 
and North Platte, Neb., respectively, was 76 
degrees. Over the greater portion of the 
southern and eastern states temperatures were 
up to 90 degrees or above, The highest tem- 
perature reported in the United States was 
isrifin, Ga. In Atlanta the 
highest point reached by thermometers yes. 
terday was 95 degrees, only one other day as 
warn this year and none warmer. The state- 
ment that 95 degrees was the highest reached 
by thermometers yesterday—means of course 
where the thermometers were neither exposed 
to the direct rays of the sun, nor to reflected 
or radiated rays from surrounding objects. 
When speaking of temperature, unless other- 
wise stated, thermometers are always under- 
stood to have been placed as above: stated— 
in the shade. Two thermometers were hung 
out of a window im the fourth story of the 
postoffice building yesterday afternoon at 
about 3 o'clock to discover just how hot it 
really was to persons moving around in the 
full glare of the sun. One thermometer was 
covered with black material, nothing was plac- 
ed on the other. The one in black rose rapid- 
ly up to 127 degrees. while the one with no 
covering (it had a white surface) rose to the 
much less height of 104 degrees. This shows 
that persons differently dressed may have 


. widely different opinions as to “how hot the 


weather is.’ 
The average of several years past shows 


that the temperature in Atlanta generally 


reaches its maximum about July 1 (last 
Sunday) and from then on during the rest of 
the year, gredually becomes cooler and cooler, 
so it only reasonable to expect that the 
weather will be much the same this year, 
though due allowance must, of course, be 
made for o¢casional hot days.

DeKalb county is now in the throes of 
a warm politica) fight. 

Saturday last there was a primary for 
the homination of a democratic candidate 
for the legislature, and it took two days 
to ascertain the result of the vote cast. 

And now, since the result has been ascer- 
tdined, a dissatisfaction has presented ii- 
self among the friends of the gentleman 
who was defeated, as shown by the figures 
consolidated yesterday. 

Several weeks ago the democratic execu- 
tive committee of DeKalb county met in the 
courthouse in Decatur to arrange for the 
election of a successor to the late J. B. 
Steward, a member of the legislature. Col- 
onel John S. Candler, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, was in the chair, and 
presided with hig usual grace and dignity. 
The election of a successor to Mr. Steward 
was fully and freely discussed, and the 
discussion resulted in the adoption of a 
resolution declaring that a primary election 
should be held at every precinct in the 
county on Saturday, July the 15th, for 
the purpose of selecting a candidate to 
make the race for the position. A resolu- 
tion was adopted providing that the same 
rules and regulations which govern state 
elections should prevail at the primary, ex- 
cept that at Decatur the polls should be 
opened at 7 o’clock a. m. and close at 4

The 
bankers put an end to their little scheme, 
but another element came in to supple 
ment it—the tremendous falling off in 
our exports of cotton and breadstuffs 
and the heavy increase in our volume of 
imports. For the eleygh mohths end- 
ing May 3l1st, this country exported less 
breadstuffs by nearly $100,000,000 than 
for the corresponding period of 1891-92. 
For the twelve months ended June 30, 
1893, we exported $70,000,000 less cotton 
than for the preyious twelve months. 

Just when this condition was making 
itsclf felt most seriously, it happened 
that England wanted gold to help her 
in her Australian troubles, Austria 
wanted gold to sustain her currency 
change, Russia wanted gold for sundry 
purposes, and France wanted gold on 
general principles. Thus, with an ex- 
cess of imports and an unusual “slump” 
in exports, the United States were com- 
pelled to settle their balances in gold, 
and the Sherman law had no more to 
do with it than the Canadian banking 
law. It was and is just as easy to get 
hold of any form of currency as it is 
to procure the silver notes of 1890. They 
are no cheaper than any other treas- 
ury note and no more convenient for 
the purpose of drajning gold out of the 
treasury. Importers who wanted notes 
with which to get gold to pay their 
foreign balances certainly never troubled 
themselves to hunt around for the nofes 
of 1890. The banks may have preferred 
to pay them out to their eustomers, and 
this is the only possible explanation of 
the fact—if it f<« a fact—that the notes 
of 1890 were used to get gold out of the 
treasury. 

We take it for granted, therefore. 
that our subscriber, whose letter sug- 
gested these remarks, understands these 
plain facts just as well as we do, and 
that he is merely poking fun at us be- 
cause we are willing to see the Sher- 
man law repealed. Although we are 
convinced that the demand for the un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman law 
is employed as a stalking-horse by the 
gold trust, we think that its repeal and 
the substitution of the financial legis- 
lation pledged by the democratic plat- 
form will strip the question of a good 
deal of confusion, and restore confi- 
dence to the country. 


The Indian Experiment. 

The impression continues to grow in 
financial circles in London that the Brit- 
ish government of India, in suspending 
the free coinage of silver and placing 
an artificial value on the rupee in the 
European markets, has largely put its 
foot in it. The export trade of India 
has received a shock as sudden and as 
damaging as if a thunderbolt had fallen 
upon it. 

It is stated in centen: and the state- 
ment is telegraphed to The New York 
Herald, that “the silver question in 
India is still a mass of compli- 
eations. which nobody exactly  un- 
derstands and which everybody 
therefore. handles rather’ gingerly.” 
The British government, which is respon- 
sible for the situation in India, is dis- 
creetly silent in regard to it, and has de- 
cided to postpone debate on the subject 
until the introduction of the Indian 
budget. At present it evades all in- 
quiries, and this fact is taken as a proof 
that the matter is as little understood 
in high official circles as it is elsewhere. 

The dispatch to The Herald goes on 
to say that “the confusion of the official 
mind is generally regarded as complete, 
and it baffles the skill of the best finan- 
cial authorities to construct,a method 
from the fragmentary facts at hand. 
The consensus of opinion is, however. 
that the Indian council has committed 
a gigantic blunder. and is trusting to 
the future for some lucky turn to modi- 
fy the consequences of its bungling.” 
The Herald’s correspondent adds: 

Meantime the only Inck attendant upon the 
conneil’s course has heen the placing of a 
loan of £1,300,000 at 98 3-4 per cent, or about 
11-4 per cent above the fixed minimum. 
This loan has enabled the council to refuse 
tenders for forty lacs of bills offered in Lon- 
don. The applications for these bills called 
for but 21-2 lacs at a fraction below sixteen 
pence. 

On the stock exchange the council Its be- 
lieved to have got itself in the worst muddle 
that any reputable government ever gathered 
round it. The shrinkage of values on the 
stock exchange in consequence of India’s ac- 
tion is estimated to have been already £3v,- 
000,000. The loss to commerce has been in- 
calculable. 

The financial newspapers discuss favorably 
the project of an international agreement as 
the best way out of the trouble. As a basis 
of the agreement they suggest the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of twenty to one. 

A peculiar feature of the situation is that 
despite the closing of the mints to the free 
coinage of silver there is a fair demand for 
silver in India. 


It is to be observed here that England 


has already done what our pretended 


bimetallist friends have threatened to 
drive her to by the repeal of the Sher- 
man law.. With her customary courage 
she has taken the bull by the horns and 
suspended the free coinage of silver in 
India; but the horns of this particular 
bull are sharp, and the wounds inflicted 
on values and on exchanges- threaten 
to go deeper than the British goldolators 
had any idea of. 

When to this collapse the United 
States adds the unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman law, can any business man, 
any financier, or any banker tell us 
what the result will be? 


A A Pair of M Monsters. 

The story in our telegraphic colffimns 
of the arrest of Dr. Henry Meyer and 
his wife in Detroit, on the charge of 
poisoning a number of persons in order 
to collect the money due on their life 
insurance policies, has few if any par- 
allels in our criminal annals. 

There have been monsters in Europe 
and in America = resorted to this 
method of murder Por revenue, but we 
cannot now recall any who conducted 
the business on the large scale mapped 
out by the Meyers. 

It seems that these cold-blooded mal- 
efactors have for some years systemati- 
cally contracted marriages right and 
left, in every section of the country for 
the sole purpose of murder and rob- 
bery. The woman married numerous 
lovers, put them to death and collected 
their life insurance policies. The man 
was equally active. He married sev- 
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strangest and most horrible chapters in 
history. This man and woman are well 
educated and their appearance indicates 
refinement. They are apparently kind- 
hearted, sympathetic people, and it was 
a long time before they were suspected 
of criminal conduct. 

Dickens in his novel, “Hunted Down,”’ 
makes a life insurance murderer the 
central figure of his story. But Dick- 
ens did not have the advantage of 
knowing the Meyers. His model was 
a& man named Palmer, who flourished 
many years ago in England, -where he 
insured the lives of several persons in 
his favor and then killed them in such 
a clumsy way that he was speedily de- 
tected. The Meyers were superior to 
Palmer in their methods. They re 
duced murder to a fine art, and the 
added tonch of bigamy gives an idea of 
their fertile resources and their win- 
ning social gifts. 

It is to be hoped that no legal techni- 
enlity will save the necks of these ut- 
terTy soulless creatures. They should 
die on the same gallows. and there 
shonld he yery little of the proverblal 
law's delay in thetr ease. 
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Razor. Back Lecnievs Discussed. 

At the recent meeting of the Ten- 
nessee Bar Association Mr. W. L. Gran- 
bery, of Nashville, read an interesting 
paper on “Razor-Back Lawyers.” 

Mr. Granbery gave Georgia the credit 
for naming this class of practitioners. 
He said that they were to be found in 
Tennessee as well as elsewhere. He 
briefly describes them as lawyers who 
seck a living by bringing damage suits 
against corporations—suits which are 
very often unjust and incited by the 
lawyers themselves who take them upon 
large contingent fees. 

The conduct of the razor-backs, Mr. 
Granbery contends, lowers the profes- 
sion in the estimation of the public, op- 
presses the corporations and yields the 
plaintiffs very little of the money that 
is recovered in the damage suits. 

It is suggested that in every large 
city and town the bar should appoint 
committees to spot the razor-backs and 
take steps to secure their disharment. 
If these greedy speculators are allowed 
to push their business they will make 
themselves dangerous nuisances in their 
communities, and the bar will lose caste 
wherever such practices exist. 

It is a good sign to see the lawyers 
of Tennessee taking hold of this matter. 
The razor-backs will have to be _ sup- 
pressed or the better class of lawyers 
will feel like retiring from their pro- 
fession. 


The Volume of Currency. 

The Southern Lumberman protests 
against the sweeping declaration of the 
eastern capitalists to the effect that all 
men are lunatics who demand an in- 
crease in the volume of currency. 

Our contemporary takes no stock in 
the theory that slow collections are due 
to lack of cenfidence and not to the 
scarcity of the circulating medium. It 
fires this solid shot into the ranks of 
the opposition: 

The people know that the cause of hard 
times is coatraction of credit and currency 
by the gold ring of New York and London. 
Even the high priest of the gold power, the 
governor of the Bank of England, has ad- 
mitted that the United States had not enough 
currency for its people’s needs. Our per cap- 
ita of circulation is less than $24. That of 
France, the most prosperous country in the 
world, is $55. What the business of our coun- 
try needs is more greenbacks, supplemented 
with state bank notes of credit. This country 
is not dependent upon either gold or silver, 
but upon the resources of the soil developed 
by the labor of the people, whose taxes fur- 
nish the revenue. For if our currency can be 
based upon a government bond, what is the 
bond based on? We are told it is based upon 
gold. But what is gold based upon? Why, 
upon the resources of the United States aud 
the labor of the taxed sixty-five millions of 
people, whose promise to pay is the ‘“‘fiat’’ 
which makes its bond or its treasury note 
good in the market. 

It must ‘be udmitted that our per 
capita circulation is very small for a 
country of such vast extent, where di- 
verse interests make brisk exchanges 
a necessity. The democratic party in 
its platform very clearly points out the 
remedies that will meet the emergency 
and these remedies take the shape of an 
adequate volume of gold, silver and 
greenback currency supplemented by 
the issues of state banks. Under such 
a system the country will have an ex- 
pansive circulation that will meet the 
demands of legitimate business in every 
locality, and it will then be impossible 
for any ring in Wall street to suddenly 
contract the circulating medium and 
bring on a panic. 

The Lumberman does not go into the 
details of the subject, but it has very 
clearly stated the evil and pointed out 
the proper remedy. All that is nec- 
essary in the way of reform is for the 
democratic party to promptly redeem 
fts pledges. 


With a decrease of $119,000,000 in our 
exports of breadstuffs and cotton during 
the past twelve months, as compare} with 
the previous year, it is no wonder that 
there has been a heavy strain on the coun- 
try’s prosperity. We have here a condition 
and no¢ a theory. 


The New York Herald says that Miss

doubt, surprise the effete London critics. 


Do the goldolators want the McKinley 
law unconditionally repealed?

No 
names are given to the puble yet, but, 
when everything is in readiness, there will 
be a sensation in middle Georgia. Not 
long ago, General Cook had a ysitor who 
Was anxious to see the signatures of some 
of the governors of thirty years back. 
He showed some old papers. Many of the 
hand records in the state department have 
uvt the genuine signatures of the governors, 
Nowadays, the governor never sigs these 
records at all, his signature just being 
‘attached without attempt even to jmitate 
it closely. 

Printed forms have been obtained, and 
it looks as though a thriving business has 
been carried op recently in this fraudulent 
business. An investigation is under way. 
Prosecution may be conducted in the United 
States court. Hail, the Dodge county 
forger and conspirator, who was conv.cted 
of connection with the assassination of 
Forsyth, is serving a term in the peniten- 
tiary at Columbus, O. His conviction broke 
up the gang which was operating in Dodge, 
but another is atxwork in Colquitt. 

One of the principal figures in the scheme 
has supplled the evidence against himseif, 
innocently, of course, but he cannot escape 
from it. Governor Northen says that he 
has an idea there are several others im- 
plicated. The investigation will go to the 
bottom of the affair. 

Fraudulent grants have been made to 
millions of acres in this state. A hundred 
years ago, deeds were made to 7,000,000 
acres in Montgomery county, which has 
only 1,400,000 acres within 
Ever since fraud has been practiced at 
different times in several counties. The 
parties in these frauds are shrewd, and 
make their grants so lke the originals 
that it is hard to tell the genuine from 
the frauds. Even the paper on which the 
grants were made out is copied as closely 
as possible, ‘but sometimes it is impossible 
to get just the same sort of paper, as was 
the case in the Dodge county consp.rators. 
They tried to get paper forty years old, 
but on ‘the trial a printer testified that he 
‘had printed the forms and blanks which 
had been used by Hall, and he declared that 
no such paper was manufactured forty 
years back. 

Colquitt will furnish the courts with sen- 
sation before long.
